And there- 
fore, in what fenfe foever that Wo of our bieffed 
Lord’s be taken, there is no Contrariety between 
the Paffages. 

Bur the forefaid Wo is nor Spiritual but Tempo- 
ral. Nor is ita Denunciation, buta bare Prophefy 
of fome Temporal Inconveniences, that wou'd be 
naturally atcendant on Pregnant Women in that 
great day of Diftrefs, in rhofe Perilous times. For 
as our Lord commands his Followers to fly to the 
Mountains, as foon as they fhou’d fee Feruralem 
teady to be Encompasd about with Armies, ready 
to be Befieg’d by the Roman Forces, fo their fud- 
den Flight to fuch a Diftant place ( for Antiquity 
informs us, that they fled ro Pella) cou’d not chute 
bur be exceeding trouble(ome to Women with 
Child, whofe Uneafy Burdens muft ftrangely In- 
commode them in fo dangerousa Journey. 

And hence it is, that they were enjoyn’d to Pray, 
that fo Uncomfortable a condition might nor be- 
fall them in che Winter, inafmuch as the Winter is 
a Seaton no ways agreeable to {uch Hafty Tra- 
vellers, 
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Q. Woat are the Beft Proofs a Wife can give kr 
Husband of ber entive affedtions ? | 

A. We {uppofe you mean fuch Proofs, as will 
fatisfy her Husband of her affections to him. And 
therefore the Wife, as being beft Acquainted with 
her Husband’s Humor, is beft able to Decide the 
Queftion. 

There are fome Men of fo Perverfe a temper, as 
to Elude the moft Dextrous Management of their 
Wives, tho’ never fo Induftrious to Affure them of 
their Sincere Affections. As, according to the come 
mon Saying, all things have two Handles, fo {uch 
ill-natur'd Perions never fail to lay hold on the 
Worft. If their Wives give them the moft Evident 
and Unexceptionable Tokens of their Love, fo 
becoming a behaviour is look’d upon as no other 
than Diffimulation and Defign, than a Trick to im- 
pofe upon theic Husbands, as tho’ the Heart and 
Tongue were at Enmity together, as tho’ the In- 
ternal Sentiments of their Minds were no ways a- 
grecable to their Outward Carriage. If their Wives 
feem Fond of their Company, feem Willing to En- 
grofs it to Themfelves, this feeming Fordnefs is no 
better than the Refult of Jealoufy, astho’ they cou’d 
place no Confidence in their Abfence, as tho’ afraid 
to Truft them in Diftant Company. If their Wives 
be fo Prudent and Difcreet, as notto refent rheir ine 
offenfive Converfe with their Friends, as to be de- 
firous they fhou'd Enjoy the Society of their Neigh - 
bours and Acquaintance, as to think it Unreafon. 
able to Confine them Entirely to themfelves, fuch 
Prudence and Difcretion are Accus'd immediately 
of Proceeding from a Coolnefs of Affections, as 
tho’ they card not how little they had of their Hus- 
bands Company, as tho’ Their Abfence fupplied 
them with more Agreable, more Grateful Con- 
ver{ation. If their Wives be Intimately Affected 
with their Welfare, Self-intereft is charg’d as the 
Sole Foundation, in that Wives are Sharers with 
their Husbands, when it isa pointof Inrereft, by 
Equality of Enjoyment ; where ir is a point of Cre- 
dit only, by Neceflary Reflection, fince the Hus- 
band’s Reputation Refleéts an Honor upon the 
Wife, And thus all their Actions, how commend- 
able foever, thall put on a Strange, a Difagreable 
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A(pect, while reprefented thro’ the falie Perfpectives 
of Prejudice and [!!-nature. 

Other Men again bear a near refemblance to a 
Changing Proteus,and make it Difficult to the moft 
Sagacious Wives to accommodate themfelves to 
their Shifting Tempers, No fooner do theit pru- 
dent Conforts learn how to calculate their behavi- 
or agreeable to their Unfteady Humors, but imme- 
diately they are Transform’d into a Different Shape, 
and give them the trouble of another chace, the 
fatigue of purfuing the Game afrefh. 

But to give fome Rules, which are generally 
moft Likely to atrain their defir'd effect, a Wife 
muft pay a due obedience to her Husband's reafon- 
able commands, but in {uch an Eafy, fuch a Plea- 
fing manner, that it may not feem to procede from 
meer Neceflity, but from a Principle of Love: Of 
Love, which makes Dury to become a Pleafure, 
changes the very nature of Obedience, and by a 
Noble kind of Alchymy Transforms it into Perfect 
Liberty. She muft Evidence by the whole tenor 
of her Actions, that She Prefers her Husband's In- 
trereft to her Own, but in a way fo entirely oppo- 
fite to Affectation, as that her finceriry may not be 
{ufpected. She muft defire no one’s Converfation 
{o much as His, and yet appear fo Eafy, when 
fhe cannot have ir, as not in the Leaft to feem 
Jealous of his Abfence. She muft endeavour to 
Pleafe him in all lawful inftancesy and that too in 
fo engaging, fo endearing a manner, as palpably to 
fhew, that the finds her Own pleafure in Promote- 
ing His. She muft ftudy to cultivate fo {weer, fo 
entire an Harmony berween Her Self and Him, 
as may plainly reftify, thac they are not two but 
one Soul, as well as One flefh. 

Q. Sirs, For thefe feveral Years there hss been a 
Ffriendfhip betwixt a young Gentleman and my felf, 
which I believed the moft real in the World. But for 
particular reafons ‘twas not comvexient for us to meet 
often, But Letters paffed, innumerable, with all the 
Proteft ations of it’s Continuance shat could be imagin'd.

1S advisd from Milan May the 4th, that Ge- 

neral Taun is expected there in a few days in his 
way to Turin, from which Place they advife, that the 
Magazines of the Duke of Savoy are fill’d with all forts 
of Provifions and Ammunition, for the neceffary fube 
fiftance of the Forces of his Royal Highnefs, and the O~ 
perations of the enfning Campaign ; That the Imperia. 
Jifts continue theig March with all expedition towards 
Peidmont; that the Forces and Ammunition defign’d 
for Catalonia, continue at Final, expecting a fufficient 
Convoy ; and that the Tranfport Ships for that fervice, 
which have been hired fromthe Republick of Genoa,are 
ready to take them on board. That trom Turin they 
write, the Duke of Savoy defigns to go again for la ve- 
nerie for 10 or 12 days for his Diverfion ; that the 
Preparations tor the next Campaign are carry’d on 
with all imaginable diligence, and that our Army will 





enter upon action, as foon as the Mountains are praGtis 
cable, and Forage is come up for the Hories; that con- 
trary to the cuftomary practice of the French,they make 
but {mall preparations for the field, which is attributed 
to their hopes of Peace. The Advices from Ghent, May 
15th are,that they expect this week iever2! Veflels from 
Holland laden with new Cannon and Mortars for the 
fervice of the Approaching Campaign;that they have be- 
gun to deliver out to theBritifhTroopsin that Garrifon, 
Tents and Cloaths, who are order'd to hold themfelves 
in a readinefs to March within 3 or 4 days; That ’tis 
the General report, the Army of the Allies, which wil] 
confift of 97000 Foot, and 40000 Horfe and dragoons, 
will be entirely form’d by the firit of June near Pont d’ 
Efpieres, and thence advance towards the Frontiers of 
the Enemy, to fubfift in their Country: The Leteers 
from the Hague, May 17th advife, that in the Evening 
his Grace the Duke of Marlborough arrived there from 
England; That the Prince Royal of Pruffia, who ar. 
rivd at Maeftricht the rrth Inftant, took his Lodging 
at the Houfe of General Dopf, and the next day ree 
view'd the Garrifon of that place, which his Royal 
Highnefs found in very good Order,and afterwards pur- 
fued his Journey towards Brabant. 

London, May 13th. there are private Letters in this 
Town from good Hands, which give an account, that 
Monfieur de Torcy has made fuch large Propcefals, as 
are fatisfactory to the Allies, which, ’ris expected, the 
next Letters from Holland will give a more particue 
lar account. 

The four Troops of Guards and two Troops of Gre- 
nadiers, al] in new Cloaths, wero on Teefday laft re. 
view’d by his Crace the Duke of Ormond in Hyde 
Park, where there was a vaft Concourfe of People of 
all Ranks. Which is all from yours, ec.
